Cemetery put wrong gravestone on friend’s unmarked plot 


A woman visiting the grave of a 
murdered friend was horrified to 
find that someone else’s gravestone 
had been placed on it. 

Suzie Plank made the traumatic 
discovery when she went to lay a 
holly wreath on the unmarked grave 
of Josie Berrington in Epsom ceme¬ 
tery last week. 

Ms Plank, who lives in North 
Cheam, said she was shocked and 
distressed to see the wrong head¬ 
stone on the grave. 

She said: “I couldn’t believe it 
when I saw a gravestone not related 
to her at all.

“I’m absolutely disgusted. I think 
it’s incredibly disrespectful.” 

On Good Friday, April 1, 1994, the 
naked body of Ms Berrington, 34, a 
magistrate at Epsom Magistrates’ 
Court, was discovered in her new 
flat in Abinger Close, Wallington. 

She had been strangled and her 
killer started a fire in an apparent 
bid to conceal the crime. Seventeen 
years later her killer has still not 


been brought to justice. 

After Ms Plank complained to the 
council the memorial to Mr 
Kennedy was promptly moved from 
Ms Berrington’s unmarked grave. 

A council spokesman explained 
the stone had been moved when a 
nearby grave was re-opened for a 
further burial. 

He said: “Due to the nature of the 
memorial and its position in the 
cemetery, removing it any distance 
would have been difficult. 

“The memorial was, therefore, 
temporarily moved to the nearest 
available space, the unmarked 


grave. This procedure, although not 
common or the preferred option, is 
allowed in the regulations. 

“The memorial has now been 
placed back in its original position.” 

But Ms Plank said the council, 
who had her contact details, should 
have let her know. 

She said: “I have no idea how long 
the wrong gravestone had been 
there. Just to plonk it on someone 
else’s grave seems disrespectful. 

“I just hope this never happens 
again to Josie or any other people.”

KFC plans 
rejected 

KFC is appealing the deci¬ 
sion of councillors to reject 
an application to turn a his¬ 
toric Ewell pub into a fast- 
food takeaway and 
restaurant. 

At a meeting of Epsom 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee on December 6, council¬ 
lors voted to reject an 
application by the fast-food 
giant to turn the Organ and 
Dragon, which was a pub 
and Thai restaurant in Lon¬ 
don Road, Ewell, into a KFC. 

The majority said develop¬ 
ment on the site, at the junc¬ 
tion of London Road and 
Ewell bypass, would have 
“an adverse impact on the 
highway’s safety” - much to 
the delight of residents who 
presented a 1,000-signature 
petition to the council op¬ 
posing the plans. 

But KFC announced on 
Tuesday that it will be ap¬ 
pealing the decision. 

A spokeswoman said: “We 
believe that KFC would be a 
positive addition to the com¬ 
munity in Ewell and will be 
appealing the decision.”

Prison for double knife attacker 


A man was jailed for eight 
years on Monday for a 
frenzied attack on a man 
and a woman. 

Philip Rainsbury, 53, 
from Reigate, was sen¬ 
tenced to eight years in 
jail for the double stab¬ 
bing in Pound Court, 
Ashtead. 

On the evening of the 
stabbings on July 8 police 
found a woman in her 30s 
who had been stabbed 13 
times. 

At a nearby address they 
found a man in his 60s 
who had also been 
stabbed. 

Police confirmed that it 
was a domestic attack. The

victims are believed to 
have been Rainsbury’s 
estranged wife and her 
father. 

Rainsbury, of Bell 
Street, pleaded guilty to 


two counts of grievous 
bodily harm and was sen¬ 
tenced at Guildford Crown 
Court. 

A five-year restraining 
order preventing him ap¬ 
proaching the woman was 
also imposed. 

Detective Constable 
James Chapman, from the 
public protection investi¬ 
gation unit, said: “I wel¬ 
come the sentence handed 
to Rainsbury as it reflects 
the severity of the crime. 

“I hope the victims can 
now start to move on with 
their lives and I thank 
them for the courage they 
have shown throughout 
the court process.”

Ms Plank was a childhood 
friend of Ms Berrington in 
Somerset and they stayed in 
touch afterwards. 

She said: “She was a very 
gentle lady. She was very cre¬ 
ative and loved amateur dra¬ 
matics. She loved her family 
especially her children.” 

Ms Plank said she had lost 
touch with Ms Berrington’s 
children, who were just eight 
and 10 at the time of the 
murder. 

She believes she may now 
be the only person to visit the 
grave to remember her 
friend. 

In 1994 Ms Berrington’s 
body was discovered by her 
ex-husband, Gary, who spoke 


to the Sutton Guardian about 
his anguish at the time. 

Mr Berrington’s told the 
paper he discovered her 
corpse when he called at her 
house after she failed to pick 
up their children. 

A neighbour had heard a 
scream the previous night. 

Mr Berrington said he be¬ 
lieved she had moved to 
Wallington just days before 
to escape a woman she feared 
would kill her. 

He said: “When I dialled 999 
after I found her, I felt like an 
actor in a very bad play. It 
wasn’t really happening. 

“How do you say my wife is 
lying dead at my feet covered 
in soot. The children are 
finding it very hard.” 

Gary said when they were 


married they ran a catering 
company and stayed friends 
after getting divorced. 

During the initial investiga¬ 
tion into the murder police 
brought a case against an in¬ 
dividual, but then dropped it. 

Asked this week for an up¬ 
date, a Metropolitan Police 
spokeswoman refused to give 
out details saying the press 
team focus on more recent 
investigations. 

She said: “Obviously any 
case remains open until it is 
solved, but we can’t look into 
that because it’s quite old.” 

Ms Plank said: “It’s so sad 
isn’t it. She’s been forgotten. 

“I think the police investi¬ 
gation was quite thorough, 
but sadly they didn’t have 
enough evidence.”

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‘Dangerous and calculating’ 
child rapist gets 22 years’jail

A paedophile has been jailed for the rape 
and systematic abuse of three young girls 
over the past 13 years. 

John Jury, 50, from Epsom, who was 
sentenced on Friday to 22 years in jail, 
groomed his victims and then threatened 
them to remain silent. 

He was finally caught after one of his 
victims saw pictures of him on Facebook 
and came forward fearing he may be tar¬ 
geting other young girls. 

The investigation identified two further 
victims who were abused between 1998 
and 2011 in the Epsom area. 

Jury was found guilty of five counts of 
rape, three counts of sexual touching and 
one count of indecent assault following a 
trial at Guildford Crown Court in 
October. 

Jury, who worked at a residential care 
home, was arrested on December 29 in 
2011. 

Officers discovered reference “manu¬ 
als” about child abuse and novels about 
abused children hidden in a wardrobe at 
home at his home in Scotts Farm Road.

It emerged Jury had been abusing and 
raping a second teenage girl since she 


was 11 and indecent images of her were 
found on his laptop and phone 

A third victim also came forward say¬ 
ing she had been sexually abused and 
raped by Jury in the late 1990s when aged 
between 11 and 15. 

Jury will not be eligible to apply for pa¬ 
role for 11 years to protect the public. 

Detective Constable David Sprague 
said: “John Jury is a calculating and dan¬ 
gerous individual whose abuse of young 
girls has spanned the past 13 years. 

“His appalling crimes have had a devas¬ 
tating effect on the lives of all three of his 
victims. 

“It is thanks to their courage and deter¬ 
mination that his predatory behaviour 
has been brought to a halt and he will 
now spend a considerable time behind 
bars. 

“I would also like to pay tribute to the 
painstaking work of the officers involved 
that ensured Jury was put before a court 
and justice was secured for the victims. 

“This case should send a message to 
those that prey on children in this way 
that Surrey Police will pursue anyone re¬ 
sponsible for such behaviour whether in 
regard to a recent or historic allegation.”

“It’s been a roller¬ 
coaster year, but you 
just have to get on with 
it. Life’s too short for 
everything. I don’t ex¬ 
perience any down 
days. I’ve got 
two kids and 
a girlfriend 
at home.”

on an IED. He lost both his 
legs, but dreams he still has 
them. 

He says: “I am more than 
lucky to be alive, any one of 
my injuries could have killed 
me outright. It’s a testament 
to the skills of the surgeons 
nowadays that I’m still here. 

“I appreciate everything a 
bit more now. It’s the wee 
things you don’t notice at first 
and then take for granted. 

“I’ve been drunk a few times 
in the pub sitting in my 
wheelchair and I got up to go 
to the toilet and then realised 
I was in my wheelchair. 

“In all my dreams I’ve pretty 
much got both of my legs. I’d 
rather it was me who was in¬ 
jured and survived than one 
of my muckers and them 
dying.”

Fraudster is jailed 
for ‘real betrayal’

A cheating finance director 
who milked a tight-knit com¬ 
pany of cash over a three- 
year period has been sent to 
prison. 

Amy Cullen, of Pam’s Way 
in Ewell, was sentenced to 
three years and six months 
imprisonment at Kingston 
Crown Court on Friday, De¬ 
cember 14, after being found 
guilty of 16 counts of fraud 
by abuse of position and one 
count of theft by an 
employee. 

The Lagoon Trading Com¬ 
pany, a manufacturer and 
distributor of children’s 
games and puzzles, based in 
Glentham Road, Barnes, 
spoke of its “real betrayal” 
after it discovered that the 
35-year-old had defrauded 
the company of £75,000 
between 2007 and 2010 when 
she worked there as finance 
director and company 
secretary. 

The mother-of-two first 
started working as part of 
the 12-strong team in 2005 
and Simon Melhuish, a 
director at the company, said

nobody suspected Cullen of 
any wrongdoing until after 
she was made redundant in 
2010 and auditors looked into 
the company’s accounts. 

He said: “The auditors 
found discrepancies that led 
them to missing money. 

“She had charged personal 
expenses, manipulated ac¬ 
counts and made large pay¬ 
ments to herself. 


“We had no idea what she 
was doing. It was a complete 
shock and everyone thought 
it was a real betrayal because 
it’s a small team and you 
have to be able to trust 
everyone.” 

Mr Melhuish, 52, said 
Cullen’s actions had affected 
the 24-year-old company’s 
morale and business. 

He said: “It’s been a diffi¬ 
cult few years anyway within 
the retail market in this 
country and losing £75,000 
has had an effect. It has been 
bad for staff morale too. 

“She’s shown no remorse. 
She denied it throughout and 
the basis of her defence 
seemed to be to attack other 
people in the company, which 
has left everyone angry. 

“But we’re pleased with the 
guilty verdicts as it’s been 
hanging over us for two years 
now, which has been pretty 
unpleasant.” 

When asked what Cullen 
wanted the money for, Mr 
Melhuish said: “It’s really 
hard to know, but I know the 
prosecution alleged during 
the case that they were 
spending beyond their means 
throughout the period.”

Your pharmacist could help 
you when it matters most 


T he festive season is 
almost upon us. This is a 
time for letting your 
hair down, making merry, 
and enjoying yourself. 

It’s easy to get carried away 
with the moment and find 
yourself in a passionate 
situation that you hadn’t 
planned. 

Unfortunately all too many 
are left with that morning- 
after-the-night-before feeling 
- fearing what a night of 
unprotected sex might bring 
nine months down the line. 

Whether you are worried 
that your usual form of 
contraception may have failed 
- like a condom splitting, or 
you have missed taking your 
pill, or you simply forgot to 
use any protection - your 
local pharmacist can help. 

Providing you are over 16, 
he or she can dispense 
emergency contraception - 
the morning after pill - 
without a doctor’s 
prescription - up to 72 hours 
after unprotected sex. 

Many chemists have private 
consulting rooms and all can 
offer completely confidential, 
anonymous advice to ensure 
that the pill is suitable for you 
to use. 

They will take into account 
any existing health conditions 
or allergies that might 
exclude you from using it, and 
explain how the pill works 


A night of passion may leave you 
fearing the worst. But help is at 
hand - your chemist can advise 
on emergency contraception 


and what to expect after 
taking it. 

The morning after pill is 
thought to be up to 84 per cent 
effective in preventing 
pregnancy if it’s taken as 
directed and within three 
days of sex. 

Ideally it should be taken 
within 12 hours to be most 
effective. 

The morning after pill is not 
a substitute for long-term 
contraception, shouldn’t be 
used on a regular basis, and 
won’t stop a pregnancy if you 
are already pregnant. 

You shouldn’t take the pill if 
you suspect you are already 
pregnant. 

And always let the 
pharmacist know if you are 
breastfeeding or have any 
other health conditions before 
taking the pill. 

Aside from emergency 
contraception, pharmacists 
can offer advice on all the 
options available, and girls 
under 16 can still seek advice 



from their pharmacist. 

All pharmacists and 
chemists undergo intensive 
training and have to be 
registered with the General 
Pharmaceutical Council 
(GPhC). 

They can offer advice on a 
wide range of common health 
problems and if you are 


unsure whether you need to 
see a doctor, they can help you 
decide on that too. 

You can talk to your 
pharmacist in confidence, 
even about the most personal 
symptoms and you don't need 
to make an appointment - just 
walk into any local chemist 
and they will be happy to help.

What to expect from 
your chemist 

Pharmacists play a key role in providing 
quality healthcare to patients. Working in 
the community, primary care and 
hospitals, pharmacists use their clinical 
expertise together with their practical 
knowledge to ensure the safe supply and 
use of medicines by patients and 
members of the public. 

A pharmacist has to be registered with 
the General Pharmaceutical Council 
(GPhC) and has to have worked for at least a year under the 
supervision of an experienced and qualified pharmacist, either in 
a hospital or community pharmacy (local chemist’s shop). 

Pharmacists and chemists also offer advice on common 
problems such as coughs, colds, aches and pains, as well as 
healthy eating and stopping smoking. They can also help you 
decide whether you need to see a doctor. 

You can talk to your pharmacist in confidence, even about the 
most personal symptoms and you don’t need to make an 
appointment. It is possible to walk into any chemist’s and ask to 
speak to the pharmacist for advice. 

Most pharmacies now have a private consultation area where 
patients can discuss issues with pharmacy staff without being 
overheard by other members of the public. 

Pharmacists prepare and dispense your prescriptions and no 
prescription medicines, give advice on how to use them and 
highlight any possible side effects. 

They can also tell you which medicines should not be used in 
conjunction with others or alcohol. They offer testing and 
screening for common conditions and can also offer:

Steps to avoid colds

A centre for the homeless and 
unemployed is appealing for 
people to donate Christmas 
presents and food to help fami¬ 
nes in need. 

Pitstop, a charity based in the 
grounds of Leatherhead Foot¬ 
ball Club, has more than 30 vis¬ 
itors a day and takes parcels to 
12 families in the community 
every week. 

The centre hosts an annual 
Christmas dinner on Christ¬ 
mas Day at Fetcham village 
hall when presents will be 
given out. Father Christmas 
also took presents to families 
they support on December 18. 

Co-ordinator Graham Ped¬ 
die, 74, said: “Lately we have 
had more families come in. We 
have had a few more people 
who wouldn’t normally come 
to a place like this to seek help. 

“They lose a job and it goes 
on. It could happen to any of us 
tomorrow.” 

The centre is appealing for 
presents for adults and chil¬ 
dren plus donations of non- 
perishable food, including 
tinned and powdered, and toi¬ 
letries. 

Mr Peddie said homeless peo¬ 
ple, mentally ill people and ex¬ 
offenders are among the 
visitors who come to the centre 
for lunch, training sessions 
and company. 

He said: “It’s helpful for peo¬ 
ple in need to know there is 
somewhere they can go for ad¬ 


vice and food.” 

The charity also has drop-in 
sessions at Epsom Baptist 
Church hall on Fridays. 

A former homeless man, 55, 
now runs art lessons at Pitstop 
and managed to get a studio 
flat in Dorking last year. 

He said: “It helps people out 
and you feel better in yourself. 
If you do nothing then it gets 
you down.” 

The volunteer drifted for 
years and lived on streets after 


coming out of a relationship, 
losing his job and not being 
able to pay the mortgage. 

He said: “I just threw the 
keys at the front gate and took 
a walk and kipped down ever 
since until now. It’s a chain re¬ 
action. You get in that cycle 
and you’ve got to break it.”

Merger with Epsom was 
vital to St Helier’s plan 


John Boyd (Failure to ratio¬ 
nalise is root of hospitals’ 
woes, December 6) fails to 
mention the full motivation 
behind St Helier’s philan¬ 
thropic acceptance of 
Epsom’s pre-merger bud¬ 
getary deficit. 

Nor did he mention his own 
enthusiastic advocacy for 
merger of the two hospitals 
for many years previously, 
particularly during the time 
when Epsom was recognised 
as one of the most successful 
trusts financially. 

Merger with Epsom was es¬ 
sential for the St Helier grand 
delusion of building a mega 


hospital complex on its site 
adjacent to the Royal Marsden 
Hospital. 

This had been rejected by 
Epsom Hospital consultants 
solely on logisitical grounds, 
without considering the obvi¬ 
ous political and financial im¬ 
possibility of such a scheme. 

When the merger was final¬ 
ly achieved the merged man¬ 
agement continued to expend 
scarce resources on a mori¬ 
bund scheme until reality was 
at last recognised and this 
particular turkey killed off. 

Without any published 
transparency, how financially 
viable St Helier was at the 


time of the merger is an un¬ 
known quantity, but it has 
been alleged that the total 
deficit of the new merged 
trust in its first year was 15 
times that of the deficit at¬ 
tributable to Epsom. 


At the tine of the merger 
St Helier had a very large 
deficit and Epsom had a 
small one. This is a fact. 

Now, through nifty ac¬ 
counting and by taking

from Epsom, St Helier has

The facts of the merger 


Councillor’s comments a slap in the face for those on low incomes 


At an Epsom Council strategy 
and resources meeting on 
November 27, councillors dis¬ 
cussed the new council tax 
support scheme replaces ex¬ 
isting council tax benefit ar¬ 
rangements from April 2013. 

In a discussion of protection 
for vulnerable residents 


Councillor Jean Steer, chair¬ 
woman of the council’s social 
committee, said asking resi¬ 
dents on low incomes to pay 
£7 a week extra towards their 
council tax was “nothing”. 

Despite the discussion 
noting the impending changes 
to housing benefit, the 


introduction of universal 
credit and wide-ranging Gov¬ 
ernment benefit cuts, Coun 
Steer said “people on benefits 
will not be any worse off than 
they have ever been”. 

Coun Steer’s comments 
show that she is out-of-touch 
and does not recognise the 


challenges faced by people on 
benefits or low incomes. 

As ward councillors for 
Court ward we regularly deal 
with constituents who face 
genuine hardship. Coun 
Steer’s comments are a slap in 
the face to those trying to sup¬

Santas deliver the 
goods for charities 


Only the most noble of causes 
would inspire 100 people to dress 
up as Santa Claus on a freezing 
cold morning and run around a 
park. 

But that is what happened in 
Nonsuch Park on December 8 as 
fundraisers in the shape of run¬ 
ners, walkers, and others who 
were simply there for the mince 
pies and mulled wine, descended 
on the grounds of Nonsuch Man¬ 
sion for this year’s Santa Dash. 

The dashs are becoming increas¬ 
ingly popular as a festive way to 
raise money for good causes. 

From the Osaka Great Santa Run 
in Japan, to the Santa North Pole 
Dash in Missouri, in the US, people 
all over the globe are getting into 
the Christmas spirit for charity. 

More than 100 Santa Dashes are 
known to take place around the 
world to raise money for various 
causes. 

The dash in Nonsuch Park raises 
money for St Raphael’s Hospice in 
Cheam. 

The hospice relies on donations, 
fundraising and legacies for £3m of 
the £4m a year it costs to offer spe¬ 
cialist medical and nursing care 
for people with cancer and other 
serious illnesses, as well as pro¬ 
viding support for their 
families. 

It has cared for hundreds 
of patients each year for 
the past 25 years, free of 
charge. 

When the dash was 
first introduced in 2009 
it raised about £10,000 
for the hospice, and fol¬ 
lowing the success, a 
second Santa Dash on 
Wimbledon Common 
was launched in 2011. 

Santas walk, jog and 
even sprint the one-mile 
course to raise money for 
charity. 

Organisers send out Santa cos¬ 
tumes a few weeks before the race 
and competitors can keep them af¬ 
terwards so they can dress up 
again for Christmas Day. 

A sea of red and white ebbed 


into the cafe at the mansion as 
runners tried to warm their cock¬ 
les before the big race. 

I ran my quickest around the 
course, finishing in joint first place 
with 15-year-old Jonathan 
Burstow, son of MP Paul and 
Councillor Mary. 

Mick Walker, 64, brought 10 of 
his family along and they all 
dressed up for the part. 

The life-long builder from 
Wallington planned to race last 
year, but had to pull out. 

He said he was happy to put his 
body under strain for such a won¬ 
derful cause. 


He said: “My mum stayed at a 
hospice for her final days. 

“The nurses were wonderful, 
they made her as comfortable as 
she could be at that stage of her 
life. 

“The people who work at these 
hospices are fantastic people, if ev¬ 
eryone could see what they do, I’m 
sure everyone would donate 
money to the cause. 

“Nurses come to patients houses 
and offer them everything they 
possibly can. 

“We feel the stress and strain of 
losing a loved one, but these in¬ 
credible people deal with death ev¬ 
eryday, and they get close to their 
patients, they are not simply pa¬ 
tients, they see people behind 
that.” 

Mr Walker’s nephew, Neil, had a 
similar story of how the hospice 
helped a loved one. 

He said: “My mother-in-law died 
at the hospice but I know that she 
was incredibly well looked after 
there. 

“She was there for her final two 

weeks. 

“It all happened so quick. One 
day she was diagnosed with 
liver cancer, she spent two 
weeks in hospital, then she 
came home for a week before 
going to St Raphs. 

“The people there are dia¬ 
monds, they made us feel 
like she was getting the best 
possible care and they made us 
very much at ease in what was 
an incredibly distressing 
time. 

“We were all still coping with 
the shock of the diagnosis when 
she died, it was all so quick. 

“We came here today to offer or 
thanks and to raise as much 
money as we could for these won¬ 
derful people.”

An MP’s “gay gaffe” is included in 
a new book of embarrassing blun¬ 
ders by politicians and celebrities. 

Epsom MP Chris Grayling’s re¬ 
marks about gay couples being 
turned away from bed and break¬ 
fasts (B&B) comes alongside Lady 
Gaga on stage in a wheelchair and 
Prince Philip saying British 
women cannot cook.

It always 
worked. The encouragement I had 
from editors and syndications was 
overwhelming.”

Africa and moved to England in 
the 50s where he qualified as a doc¬ 
tor and became house surgeon in 
the maternity unit at Epsom Hos¬ 
pital before moving into general 
practice. 

He said: “I spend my retirement 
enjoying driving classic cars, com¬ 
bining my hobby with raising 
funds for charity.” 

When asked if he had made any 
gaffes himself, he replied: “Yes 
I have, but not any I want 
to admit to.”

There are few things more

These include some I have 
not come across before such 
as chicken chettinad - a spe¬ 
ciality from the coastal

region of Tamil Nadu and fea¬ 
turing chicken with aniseed 
and curry-leaves (£8.95). 

We tried a delicious starter 
of aloo tikki chaat - pan fried 
potato patties with yoghurt, 
tamarind and mint. It was 
beautifully presented and 
again something just a little 
different. 

For the main course I 
plumped for lamb shank - ten¬ 
der lamb shank, pot roasted 
with cardamom, mace and 
herbs and served with pilau 
rice. It was certainly a deli¬ 
cious, hearty meal for a cold 
winter’s night. 

My friend meanwhile tried 
the chicken kurchan - succu¬ 
lent, tender grilled chicken 
strips with fresh vegetables 
and mixed peppers. 

The restaurant has some¬ 
thing for all lovers of Indian 
food with tandoori dishes, 
thalis and biryanis. Vegetari¬ 
ans are well catered for too 
with a number of specials. 



The good news is prices are 
very reasonable. You can 
enjoy a three course meal 
with a glass or wine or beer,
